Drawings 



1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the method of 
operating and modifying the wavelength of the waveguides must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 



Specification 



Content of Specification 

(a) Title of the Invention : See 37 CFR 1 .72(a) and MPEP § 606. The title of 
the invention should be placed at the top of the first page of the 
specification unless the title is provided in an application data sheet.

2. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 

determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 

requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 



specification. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

5. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such 
omission amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See 
MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted structural cooperative relationships are: the substrate 
and the waveguides. Note that the claims fail to recite location/position of the 
waveguide with respect to the substrate. 

6. Claims 8-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the 
steps. See MPEP § 2172.01 . The omitted steps are: how to prepare an optical device 
or modify the wavelength of the waveguides.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States 
before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an International application filed under the 
treaty defined in section 351 (a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application 
published under section 122(b) only if the international application designating the United States was 
published under Article 21 (2)(a) of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United 
states for the purposes of this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351 (a). 

8. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
Bendett et al. (6330388). Bendett et al. discloses an optical device Fig. 1-A1 
comprising a glass substrate doped with a laser species and having two or more 
waveguides defined by channels in the substrate having a distinct refractive index from 
the substrate wherein at least two of the waveguides are defined by channels having 
differing widths such that they have distinct effective refractive indices from each other, 
see col. 5, line 47-col. 6, line 13 and col. 34, line 65-col. 36, line 43. 

Regarding claim 2, Bendett et al. disclose the substrate is comprised of an alkali 
phosphate glass doped with Er and Yb, see coL 6, lines 29-31. 

Regarding claim 3, Bendett et al, disclose the waveguides are comprised of an 
alkali phosphate glass doped with Er and Yb, which has been treated so that the 
refractive index is higher than that of the substrate. 
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Regarding claim 4, Bendett et al. disclose all the stated limitations, see col. 6, 
lines 37-43. 

Regarding claim 5, Bendett et al. disclose all the stated limitations, see col. 5, 
lines 35-38. 

Regarding claims 6-7, Bendett et al. disclose all the stated limitations, see Fig. 1- 
A1 (230, 240) and col. 9, lines 21-35. 

Regarding claims 8-1 1 , Bendett et al. disclose both a method for preparing an 
optical device and a optical device having at least one active doped region substrate, at 
least one passive doped region substrate and at least one waveguide defined therein 
which comprises bringing a separate active doped substrate and a separate passive 
doped substrate in contact with each other and heating at a temperature above the 
softening temperature of the substrates to fuse them together, see col. 27, lines 13-18, 
the waveguide being provided either before or after fusing the substrates, see col. 17, 
lines 12-35 and col. 28, line 30-col. 30, line 2, wherein at least one region of the 
substrate is comprised of an alkali phosphate glass doped with Er and Yb or is a laser a 
laser comprising the fused active and passive doped region substrate and at least one 
waveguide defined therein, see coL 41, line 10-coL 42, line 11. 

Regarding claims 12-15, Bendett et al. disclose all the stated limitations, see col. 
18, line 35-col. 22, line 58.
